Habitat for 
Humanity 
to build 
11th home

The Crawford County Habitat for 
Humanity is seeking families who want to 
plant roots in the community in a new 
home. 

The Crawford County Habitat for 
Humanity is slated to build a new home on 
property tocated at 303 Knight Street in the 
City of Grayling this year. This is the 1] th 
planned home that will be built by the local 
non-profit organization. 

A woman donated the property in order 
to satisfy back tax debts, said Johanna 
Jurkovich, the executive director for the 
Crawford County Habitat for Humanity. 

Applications for the Habitat for 
Humanity home are being accepted through 
May 1. 

A four-person committee is in charge 
with reviewing the applications and 
requesting more information if required. 

“They have to make a determination as to 
who the family is so they can do some vol- 
unteer hours before they even start,” 
Jurkovich said. 

In order to be eligible for a Habitat for 
Humanity home, the family must have a 
steady income and be able to put in some 
“sweat equity” along with volunteers to 
build the home. 

Jurkovich said that most people have a 
misconception that they are going to 
receive a free house through Habitat for 
Humanity. The homes are mortgaged at a 
zero-percent interest rate and an escrow 
account is established for the payment of 
property taxes and homeowners insurance. 

The typical house payment is $300 to 
$400 per month. 

“The cost of the home is way lower than 
a normal house you would get on the mar- 
ket because there are subsidies for the 
materials and the labor, of course, is free,” 
Jurkovich said. “We try to help them out as 
much as we can with grants and whatever 
else is out there.” 

Jurkovich said people also have a misun- 
derstanding when they believe someone 
else deserves the home provided through 
Habitat for Humanity volunteers and pro- 
grams more than they do. 

“T would love to get more applications,” 
Jurkovich said. “If you are in need of hous- 
ing, put in an application.”

Feinstein also has given

Feinstein’s motto is,

all achievements.” 

Every year, the Feinstein 
Challenge makes $1 mil- 
lion available to food 
pantries across the country.

Michigan to mark 
severe weather 
awareness week 


The deaths of two 
women, who were struck 
by lightning while tubing 
on the AuSable River, were 
included in the 2011 
Severe Weather Review. 


The Michigan 
Committee for Severe 
Weather Awareness 


(MCSWA) was formed in 
1991 to promote safety 
awareness and coordinate 
public information efforts 
regarding tornadoes, flood- 
ing and winter weather. 

Michigan’s Severe 
Weather Awareness week 
is April 15-21. 

According to tthe 
National Weather Service, 
there were four deaths and 
31 injuries in Michigan 
from severe weather in 
2011. All of the deaths and 
injuries resulted from 


either lightning or thunder- 


storm winds. 

Flooding, severe thun- 
derstorms and tornadoes 
were responsible for about 
$150 million in damages in 
2011, down from the $360 


- million in damages in 
2010. 
Michigan had below 


average severe weather 
activity across much of 
upper and northern lower 
Michigan last year, 
However, severe weather 
increased in 2011 across 
southern lower Michigan. 
The character of the severe 
weather in southern lower 
Michigan was not as sig- 
nificant as 2010, but still 
took a substantial toll on

the state. 

In 2011, there were 15 
tornadoes across the state, 
which is very close to the 
average of 16, Fortunately, 
only four of the 15 torna- 
does in 2011 caused signif- 
icant damage, and six of 
the 15 tornadoes didn’t 
cause any damage. 

Crawford County had 10 
tornados from 1950-2010, 
but no tornados occurred in 
2011. 

By early July, hot and 
humid air had invaded all 
of Michigan. But then a 
cold front moved across 
upper Michigan on July |! 
and then across lower 
Michigan on July 2. The 
combination of the cold 
front and the hot and 
humid air mass triggered 
severe weather events in 
upper Michigan and south- 
east lower Michigan. 

A family was on a tubing 
outing on the AuSable 
River on July 23, when a 
thunderstorm rapidly 
developed, and they 
attempted to exit the river 
and find shelter. They had 
just exited the river when 
three of the individuals 
were struck by lightning. 
Two women were pro- 
nounced dead ‘at the scene. 
A man was transported to a 
hospital in Saginaw in crit- 
ical. condition, He would 
survive, but required a 10- 
day hospital stay and con- 
siderable physical therapy. 
The survivor had no recoi- 
lection of the incident. 


Grayling Housing Commission 
is designated as high performer

The Grayling Housing 
Commission has been mak- 
ing the grade with federal 
officials after getting its 
financial house in order 
over the last two years, 

The Grayling Housing 
Commission was recog- 
nized as a high performer 
through the Public Housing 
Management Assessment 
Program, 

Each year, the U.S. 
Depariment of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 
grades — public housing 
agencies on the physical 
condition of the housing, 
finances, management and 
its capital fund. 

HUD provides funding to 
the public housing agencies 
to operate and maintain 
affordable and decent, safe 
and sanitary public housing 
to low-income residents. 

From 2007 though mid- 
2010, the Grayling Housing 
Commission had a substan- 
dard financial designation. 
That required the housing 
commission to enter into a 
Memorandum of 
Agreement (MOA) with 
HUD, which effected its 
consideration for discre- 
tionary or competitive 
funding sources.

Miller’s first goal was to 
get the Grayling Housing 
Commission’s finances in 
order. To accomplish that,

Miller said state officials 
agreed to do that after an 
audit report that kept get- 
ting sent back was cleared 
up. They then agreed to 
wait for HUD’s annual 
report. 

The Grayling Housing 
Commission was upgraded 
to be a high performer for 
2010. 

“Financially we are 
doing well,” Miller said. “It

The Grayling Housing 
Commission received an 
even high scoring for 201! 
despite facing more strin- 
gent standards. 

“We are as high as we 
can go, which is excellent 
for a property that is basi- 
cally 50 years old,’ Miller 
said. “It was much tougher

Scrap metal thieves arrested

State Troopers arrested

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UP FOR DECISION by 
Michigan voters in the November 
presidential election may be 
whether the state can sanction up 
to 15 more casinos. 

Two competing groups of 
investors and gambling devotees 
want to put casino expansion on 
the ballot. 

Michigan already has 25 casinos 
operating in Michigan. Three pri- 
vately owned casinos operate in 
Detroit, and another 22 are owned 
and operated by Indian tribes and 
located on tribal-owned land 
across both Upper and Lower 
Pensinulas. 

Backers claim existing casinos 
make up a $3 billion casino indus- 
try. Revenues grew at about 3 per- 
cent for the three Detroit casinos 
combined, and tribal gambling 
during recent years has continued 
to expand to new locations, such as 
Battle Creek and even rural 
Allegan County. 

Casinos must be a good business 
venture for somebody, but how 
many more gambling palaces can 
Michigan absorb before the market 
is glutted and profit margins 
decrease and eventually disappear? 

Michigan voters may determine 
at least the non-tribal part of that

question, at least for now.

ONE CASINO group which 
failed to secure enough signatures 
for a statewide vote in 2010 may be 
back again this year. 

Called Michigan Is Yours, this 
group is touting casinos in 
Lansing, Benton Harbor, Detroit, 
Grand Rapids, Port Huron and 
Saginaw. 

Backers claim their plan will 
provide benefits to local communi- 
ties and college scholarship pro- 
grams, 

Another group, playing on a 
popular theme these days, calls 
itself Citizens for More Michigan 
Jobs. 

It has received approval for 
wording of its ballot proposal and 
is ready to collect signatures to 
amend the state constitution to per- 
mit new casinos in Detroit, 
Pontiac, Grand Rapids, Romulus, 
Birch Run, Clinton Township 
(Macomb County), Clam Lake 
Township (Wexford County, near 
Cadillac), and DeWitt Township 
(Clinton County, near Lansing). 

Romulus appears on both lists 
because it’s near the Detroit Metro 
Airport, and a likely spot to attract 
non-state travelers on trips into 


Michigan. 

An anti-casino group, called 
Protect MI Vote — which includes 
the three present Detroit casinos, 
the Saginaw Chippewa Indian 
Tribe and the Nottawaseppi Huron 
Band of the Potawatomi, both of 
which also operate casinos — for 
obvious reasons, opposes both 
plans. 

* * * 

CERTAINLY THESE new casi- 
nos, if built, would provide jobs, 
even beyond the temporary con- 
struction-connected employment. 

They also would provide jobs 
which do not now exist for slot 
machine technicians, poker and 
blackjack dealers, operators of 
other table games, bartenders and 
waitresses, parking lot attendants 
and other jobs related to the world 
of casinos. 

Job production is not the key 
purpose of casinos, nor is provid- 
ing jobs the primary goal of those 
who promote more gambling halls. 

A casino’s goal is to provide 
temporary pleasure to patrons ... 
and separate money from these 
customers. There is no product or 
lasting service involved in casino 
jobs, except to take money away 
from those who play the games. 


All of this makes “Citizens for 
More Michigan Jobs” a somewhat 
misleading name for a pro-casino 
group — which, incidentally said it 
plans to raise $50 million to put 
across its program to change the 
state constitution. 

Michigan needs more perma- 
nent, productive jobs which pro- 
vide benefits not only for the job 
holders but for the Michigan public 
as well. 

* * * 

MICHIGAN’S PRESENT con- 
stitution was adopted by the voters 
in 1963 and took effect in 1964. 

Its first amendment, adopted by 
voters in 1966, lowered the voting 
age to 18, and was offered by leg- 
islative resolution. | 

Amending the constitution by 
petition is a tough job, requiring a 
number of signatures on petitions 
depending on the most recent 
statewide election. Now that’s a 
minimum of about 325,000 valid 
signatures. 

Requiring a statewide vote for 
new non-tribal casinos was added 
to the constitution in 2004 (by ini- 
tiatory petition to amend Article 
IV, Section 41) approved by the 
voters by a 760,000 majority, 
which is a pretty solid margin. 


casino decisions again 


The constitution also requires 
further approval by voters in the 
local governmental unit in which 
any new casino may be operated. 

Indian tribes pretty much may 
do what they want on Indian- 
owned land, including. new and 
larger casinos, regardless of our 
state constitution. 

For example, a business group is 
proposing to build a casino in 
Lansing right now, and the city 
approved sale of a small city- 
owned parcel to an Indian-related 
group. 

Voters rang out loud and clear 
only eight years ago that they 
wanted to limit gambling halls in 
Michigan, 

It’s likely they would do it again 
this year. 

However, with a vigorous group 
such as Citizens for More 
Michigan Jobs, with a $50 million 
campaign chest and the help of 
high-powered lobbying and cam- 
paign groups, it’s best not to take 
anything for granted this time 
around.

Speculators are driving up gas 
prices, hurting American families 


Once again, oil prices are 
spiking, threatening our eco- 
nomic recovery and causing real 
hardship for American families 
and businesses. The price of a 
barrel of oil is up nearly 30 per- 
cent since early October. 

Unfortunately, that’s nothing 
new. For years now, the com- 
modity markets have taken the 
American people on an expen- 
sive and damaging roller coaster 
ride with rapidly changing 
prices for crude oil. At the start 
of 2007, oil cost about $50 a 
barrel. By July of 2008, oil 
prices had shot to nearly $150 
per barre! and then, by the end 
of the year, crashed to $35. In 
the beginning of 2011, oil prices 
took off again, climbing to over 
$110 a barrel in May. By 
October, the price fell to $75 a 
barrel, a drop of more than 30 
percent over four months. Now, 
three and a half months later, oil 
prices are back up. 

One of the major factors dri- 
ving these high prices isn’t get- 
ting enough attention: excessive 
speculation in the commodity 


markets. Investigations by the 
Senate Permanent 
Subcommittee on 


Investigations, which | chair, 
have shown how the activities of 
speculators — those who don’t 
produce or use oil, but who bet 
on oil price changes — have 
overwhelmed normal supply 
and demand factors and pushed 
up prices at the expense of con- 
sumers and American business. 
In 2006, the subcommittee 
released a report that found that 
billions of dollars in trading by 
speculators in the crude oil mar-

then, even more speculators 
have entered the commodity 
markets. Today they bet billions 
of dollars on oil prices every 
day. 

Oil markets exist to enable 
producers of oil and users of oil 
to do business. But at a 
November hearing before my 
subcommittee, the chairman of 
the Commodity Futures Trading 
Commission, Gary Gensler, tes- 
tifted that 80 percent or more of 
oil trades are now made by spec- 
ulators. In February, Forbes 
magazine, citing a recent report 
by Goldman Sachs, reported 
that oil speculation adds 56 
cents to the price of each gallon 
of gas bought at the pump. 

Before speculators flooded 
the markets, oil prices were 
determined by fundamental 
market forces of supply and 
demand. When supplies were 
tight and demand high, prices 
went up. In contrast, when sup- 
plies were ample and demand 
low, prices went down. 
Nowadays, that relationship is 
largely absent. There is no 
shortage in the supply of oil 
globally, and the United States 
is producing more oil than it has 
in a decade. Last year, the 
United States actually exported 
more gasoline and other petrole- 
um products than we imported. 
At the same time, U.S. demand 
for fuel actually sank. 

Under normal economic con- 
ditions, rising production and 
lower demand should mean 
lower prices. Instead, prices are 
more volatile than ever. One key 
reason is that speculators are 
playing too large a role in the oil 
market. If we are to get a handle 
on oil prices, we have to curb 
excessive speculation. 

Congress has already taken 
the first steps. In July 2010, we 
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told federal regulators to estab- 
lish rules to prevent speculators 
from dominating markets and 
distorting prices. Last year, the 
regulators rolled out the new 
rules. They are not as tough as 
they should be, but the real 
problem is that they are not yet 
fully in force. That means this 
important new tool lies dormant. 
One big roadblock is that the 
financial industry has filed a 
lawsuit to stop it from taking 
effect. 

In the meantime, Congress 
should acknowledge that specu- 
lation is helping to drive up gas 
prices. We should urge federal 
regulators to exercise emer- 
gency authority, without waiting 
any longer, to clamp down on 
excessive speculation in the oil 
markets. 

Congress should also ask 
more of the president’s task 
force on commodity specula- 
tion. A year ago, Sen. Jack Reed 
of Rhode Island and I sent a let- 
ter asking President Obama to 
convene a task force to investi- 
gate and combat excessive oil 
speculation. While the attorney 
general did convene a_ task 
force, it focused on criminal 
cases instead of the broader 
problem of commodity traders 
driving up gas prices, The task 
force should urgently refocus 
and bring its firepower to the 
battle against excessive specula- 
tion. 

American families cannot 
afford the current price of oil 
and neither can our economy, 
which after four years is begin- 
ning to turn a corner toward real 
growth. Ignoring how specula- 
tors affect oil prices could put 
our recovery at risk.

How to get rid of deer before they devour your yard and garden 


(ARA) - Springtime 
means sunshine, blooms, 
birdsong - and the dread- 
ed "deer drama" that will 
inevitably wreak havoc in 
your beautiful backyard 
this season. Deer are now 
a permanent part of our 
landscapes, brazenly 
entering our yards and 
eating our gorgeous gal- 
dens. They are majestic 
animals, and beautiful to 
look at, from a distance. 
Up close, trampling and 
tasting your tulips, they're 
just not a welcome sight. 

Springtime is when deer 
damage is most notice- 
able, particularly as plants 
awaken from months of 
dormancy and prepare to 
bloom. Deer are the 
poster critters of natural 
adaptability. As suburbia 
has encroached on their 
wild habitat, deer have 
adjusted easily, finding 
plenty to eat in residential 
landscapes. 

"In the early part of the 
20th century, the deer 
population in the U.S. 
was less than half a mil- 
lion animals," says Greg 
Ecsedy, owner of Bobbex

Inc., which manufactures 
deer repellent. "Today, 
estimates place the deer 
population at between 15 
million and 20 million ani- 
mals that cause about $1 
billion a year in damage to 
farms, gardens, yards and 
timber." 

"We know that deer 
will eat more than 500 dif- 
ferent types of plants, so 
there's a good chance that 
something you've planted 
will appeal to them, and 
you can bet they'll eat it,” 
Ecsedy says. 

Since deer need to con- 
sume a high volume of 
calories to survive - bucks 
weighing 125 to 250 
pounds need 4,000 to 
6,000 calories per day - 
their foraging can cause 
significant damage to sub- 
urban landscapes.

Deer's adaptability 
stems from their capacity 
to learn. Homeowners can 
defend their landscape by 
putting deer’s natural 
learning ability to good 


use. Deterrents that con- 


vince the deer your yard is 
no longer a desirable din- 
ing destination can suc- 
cessfully protect your 
home environment from 
these foraging foes. 

Several methods can be 
effective in deterring deer, 
including the use of repel- 
lents like all-natural 
Bobbex Deer Repellent.

Spring brings early 
early fly fishing

LANSING — Get ‘the 
waders and rods ready: 
Unseasonably warm weath- 
er may spur an early emer- 
gence of the aquatic insects 
that trout love to eal. 

With temperatures in 
much of the Great Lakes 
region approaching 70 
degrees, the internal clock 
of certain mayflies and cad- 
disflies could signal that it’s 
time to get out of the water 
earlier than usual. 

Caddisflies are small 
moth-like insects, and 
mayflies are in the dragon- 
fly group of insects. Trout- 
seeking fly anglers often use 
lures that imitate them. 

And Richard Merritt, a 
professor of entomology at 
Michigan State University, 
predicts an early emergence 
of both. 

“The life cycle is based 
on heat over time,” Merritt 
said. “Once they gather 
enough heat units in their 
bodies, they'll move on to 
the next stage. If it’s warm 
they’ ll emerge.” 

The insects lay their eggs 
on stream surfaces in the 
previous summer or fall, 
and the eggs sink to the bot- 
tom where they hatch. Most 
larval growth takes place 
during the winter — no mat- 
ter how cold it gets. Then 
they emerge after a certain 
amount of warm weather. 

And for those who make 
their living chasing trout, 
the early spring means 
reaching for their 


Mahogany Dun #16 and 
Blue Winged Olives #18 a 
bit earlier. 

“You just have to be ver- 
satile,’ said Matt Verlac, a 
fly fishing guide from Gates 
Au Sable Lodge in 
Grayling. “The hatches are 
always different — some- 
times they are early, some- 
times late.” 

However, it’s not all good 
news for  trout-fishing 
enthusiasts, especially if 
earlier warm weather 
becomes more common. 

Merritt said climate 
change could make early 
insect emergence common, 
which would — change 
ecosystem cycles — some- 
times for the worse. 

“If the insects come off 
early because of heat and 
then it snows or freezes, it 
could kill off all of their 
eggs when they reproduce,” 
he said. 

He also said migrating 
birds and other predators 
that depend on emerging 
insects for food might be 
unable to adjust to different 
timing. 

And it’s not just the fly 
anglers’ favorite insects that 
could emerge earlier, but 
stinging, annoying bugs too. 

“1 expect an carly black 
fly season in the Upper 
Peninsula, and mosquitoes 
to come off earlier too,” 
Merritt said. “Which mean 
biting people earlier too.” 

The early spring comes 
on the heels of a mild win- 
ter, so the snowpacks that 
feed rivers are either already 


gone, or disappearing quick- 


ly,'said’ Bryan’ Burroughs, 
executive director’ of 
Michigan’s Trout Unlimited 
chapter based in DeWitt. 

Burroughs said that may 
be good for spring anglers 
but could hurt summer fish- 
ing. 

“With less snowpacks, the 
rivers will get to lower lev- 
els pretty quickly. In the 
spring, bugs will crawl 
around and it will kick 
things into gear faster,” 
Burroughs said, 

But trout and salmon are 
cold-water fish and become 
stressed out if summer 
water temperatures are more 
than about 70 degrees, 
Burroughs said, The warm 
water increases their metab- 
olism and need for oxygen, 
while water’s ability to hold 
oxygen decreases when 
warmer. 

Precipitation plays a role 
in hatches too, said Mac 
Strand, an associate profes- 
sor in Northern Michigan 
University’s biology depart- 
ment, " 

Aquifers at stream and 
river headwaters regulate 
temperatures -— keeping 
them cooler in summer and 
warmer in winter. That’s 
because groundwater stays 
at about the local annual 
average air temperature 
throughout the year. 

Aquifers are like a 
sponge, Strand said. Once 
the sponge is full, it will dis- 
charge, so increased precip- 
itation could regulate stream 
temperatures and combat

Verlac said the biggest 
challenge from the lack of 
predictability is getting the 
word out to would-be visi- 
tors. For example, his lodge 
sent employees to a recent 
Detroit-area fly fishing 
show to advise anglers that 
hatches may be earlier than 
usual. 

Some people book their 
trips a year in advance 
though, Verlac said. This 
means one thing: 
adjust.“Sometimes they’ll 
catch the tail end of a hatch 
that they drive up for — but 
that’s just part of fishing.” 

And Verlac said the fish- 
ing guide business goes on 
despite any unpredictability 
and regardless of weather. 

“If anything it’s a good 
thing, especially for us 
guides who make a living 
off of this,” Verlac said. “It 
just means our season is 
longer. “Fish are always in 
the river. You just have to 
figure out how to catch 
them,”
